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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Oberlin  College. 

Gentlemen :- 

I submit  herewith  my  fifth  annual  report,  for  the  College  year 
1931-32.  The  report  deals,  as  usual,  with  the  changes  and  the  particular 
events  of  the  year  which  seem  to  be  worthy  of  record.  It  does  not  deal 
with  that  which  is  of  more  significance  than  changes  or  events,  namely, 
the  continuance  of  notably  faithful  and  excellent  teaching  by  the  facul- 
ty — with  all  the  endless  direct  and  indirect  preparation  and  follow-up 
work  of  various  sorts  which  that  teaching  involves  — and  the  continuance 
of  notably  industrious  and  intelligent  study  by  the  students. 


I.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
Meetings 

Three  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  were  held  during  the 
year,  all  in  Oberlin:  the  annual  meeting  on  November  13,  1931;  a special 
meeting  on  February  20,  1932;  and  the  semi-annual  meeting  on  June  20, 
1932. 


Membership 


The  membership  of  the  Board  changed  during  the  year  through 
the  resignation  of  Dr.  Cochran,  and  the  addition  of  two  new  members, 

Mr.  Brouse  and  Mr.  Johnson. 

At  the  annual  meeting  Dr.  Cochran's  resignation  was  presented 
and  regretfully  accepted,  and  the  following  minute  of  appreciation  was 
adopted: 


The  resignation  of  William  C.  Cochran  brings  to  a 
close  thirty  years  of  devoted  service  to  Oberlin  College. 

His  election  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  took  place  in  the  spring 
of  1901  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  his  step- 
father, General  Jacob  Dolson  Cox. 

Since  1906  he  has  been  a member  of  the  Committee  on 
Nomination  of  Trustees  and  Trustee  Committees,  and  has  served 
as  Chairman  of  that  committee  since  1913.  He  brought  to  his 
work  on  the  Board  not  only  a deep  love  for  the  College  and 
its  traditions,  but  a wide  experience  in  the  legal  profession 
and  broad  personal  relationships  which  have  enriched  his  long 
period  of  service. 
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Mr.  Cochran's  devotion  to  Oberlin  has,  no  doubt, 
been  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  his  mother  was  a daugh- 
ter of  President  Charles  Grandison  Finney,  thus  connecting 
him  with  a distinguished  founder  of  Oberlin  College.  His 
wife,  the  former  Rosa  Allen,  was  a member  of  one  of  Oberlin' s 
most  beloved  families. 

In  1919,  on  the  occasion  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary 
of  his  graduation  from  Oberlin,  the  College  bestowed  upon  him 
the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  desires  to  place  on  record  its 
deep  appreciation  of  the  service  of  Dr.  Cochran,  with  the  con- 
fident hope  that  the  College  may  always  count  upon  his  con- 
tinued interest  and  loyalty.  They  accept  with  genuine  regret 
his  resignation,  and  record  their  sincere  good  wishes  for  him 
in  all  the  years  to  come. 


Mr.  Clarence  C.  Johnson,  of  New  York  City,  a member  of  the 
College  Class  of  1899,  was  elected,  at  the  annual  meeting,  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Cochran.  At  the  same  meeting 
Mr.  Edwin  W.  Brouse,  of  Akron,  a member  of  the  College  Class  of  1901, 
was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  in  the  previous  summer  by  the 
death  of  Mr.  Noah. 

The  death  of  Dr.  Tenney,  whose  resignation  as  a member  of  the 
Board  was  reported  a year  ago,  occurred  on  February  23,  1932.  He  had 
lived  nearly  to  the  completion  of  his  ninety-first  year,  surrounded  al- 
ways in  spirit  by  the  strong  affection  of  those  to  whom,  in  so  many  ways, 
he  had  ministered  with  such  loving  and  resolute  devotion. 


Noteworthy  Actions  of  the  Board 
Meeting  of  November  13 

This  meeting  was  concerned  chiefly  with  the  consideration  of 
the  annual  reports  of  the  President  and  the  Treasurer  and  of  reports  from 
the  Committee  on  Appointments,  the  Auditing  Committee,  the  Committee  on 
the  Hospital,  the  Investment  Committee,  the  Committee  on  Location,  Plans, 
and  Construction  of  College  Buildings,  the  Committee  on  Nomination  of 
Trustees  and  Trustee  Committees,  and  the  Committee  on  Pensions.  Partic- 
ular attention  was  given  to  financial  matters. 

It  was  voted  to  award  twenty  full  tuition  scholarships,  good 
for  four  years  of  study  in  Oberlin  College,  to  men  who,  as  high  school 
seniors,  stand  first  or  second  among  the  men  of  their  high  school  clusses 
and  intend  to  enter  Oberlin  in  September,  1932. 
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Meeting  of  February  20 

This  was  a special  meeting  called  primarily  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  proposal  that  Oberlin  College  take  over  the  Oberlin  Kinder- 
garten Primary  Training  School.  The  form  of  agreement  prepared  by  the 
College  Attorney  was  presented  and  discussed,  together  with  an  audit  of 
the  property  of  the  School  prepared  by  Mr.  T.  L.  Moise,  of  Elyria,  and 
certain  other  related  documents.  After  full  discussion  it  was  voted  to 
approve  the  agreement,  and  to  authorize  the  President  and  the  Secretary 
to  sign  it  on  behalf  of  the  College.  The  general  plan  and  the  signifi- 
cance of  the  arrangement  thus  authorized  are  discussed  in  a later  section 
of  the  report. 

It  was  voted,  also,  on  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on 
Location,  Plans,  and  Construction  of  College  Buildings,  to  proceed  with 
the  construction  of  Men's  Dormitory  No.  1,  supplementing  the  $100,000 
gift  of  Mr.  Noah  by  such  draft  on  the  Plant  Reserve  Fund  as  may  be  neces- 
sary; to  name  the  building  Andrew  Hale  Noah  Hall;  and  to  authorize  the 
Committee  on  Location,  Plans,  and  Construction  of  College  Buildings  to 
let  contracts  for  its  construction.  This  building  (completed  in  August, 
1932)  is  discussed  in  a later  section  of  this  report. 

In  view  of  the  financial  prospects,  it  was  voted  that  the 
Committee  on  the  Centennial  Celebration  limit  future  expenditures  as 
much  as  can  properly  be  done  without  losing  the  results  of  the  expendi- 
tures already  made,  and  with  due  regard  to  contracts  and  arrangements 
previously  authorized,  with  a view  to  possible  postponement  of  the  cen- 
tennial celebration. 


Meeting  of  June  20 

At  this  meeting  the  financial  situation  and  prospects  of  the 
College  were  discussed  at  length,  in  particular  from  the  points  of  view 
of  the  Budget  Committee  and  the  Investment  Committee. 

A budget  showing  balanced  income  and  expense,  not  involving 
salary  reductions,  was  presented;  but  in  view  of  the  possibility  of 
further  losses  in  income  the  Budget  Committee  recommended,  and  the  Trus- 
tees voted  "that  payments  and  disbursements  be  authorized  according  to 
the  budget  only  through  the  months  of  September  and  October,  and  that 
further  action  concerning  the  budget  be  deferred  until  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing in  November." 

On  behalf  of  the  Hospital  Committee  the  President  reported  that 
as  a result  of  a careful  revision  of  plans  for  the  operation  of  the 
Hospital,  the  Hospital  budget  for  the  coming  year  will  show  no  expected 
deficit.  ^ 


The  question  of  the  appointment  of  an  investment  secretary  was 
discussed,  and  left  with  the  understanding  that  the  Executive  Committee 
would  proceed  to  make  such  on  appointment. 
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The  Secretary  presented  a report  showing  the  use  made  of  the 
Emergency  Fund  for  Student  Aid  during  the  year  1951-32.  The  total  num- 
ber  of  ^recipients  of  such  aid  was  105;  the  total  amount  so  used  was 
$12,682.  The  good  done,  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  individuals 
concerned  and  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  College,  was  far  beyond 
statistical  measurement. 

The  Trustees  also  voted  the  degrees  to  be  awarded  the  next 
day,  and  the  faculty  and  other  staff  appointments  for  the  coming  year; 
received  the  reports  of  certain  committees  othei’  than  those  named 
above;  and  authorized  the  appointment  of  certain  special  committees. 


The  Executive  Committee 


Meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  were  held  on  September  26, 
January  2,  January  30,  April  16,  and  July  30,  the  first  two  and  the  last 
two  in  Cleveland,  the  meeting  of  January  30  in  Oberlin.  In  accordance 
with  the  provision  whereby  all  members  of  the  Board,  whether  they  are 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  not,  are  invited,  to  bo  present  at 
its  meetings  and  if  present  have  full  voting  rights,  the  following 
Trustees  from  outside  the  membership  of  the  Committee  were  present  at 
one  or  more  of  its  meetings:  Dr.  Bradley,  Mr.  Brouse,  Mr.  Causey,  Mr. 

Johnson,  Mr.  McNairy,  Mr.  Severance,  Mr.  Warner,  and  Mr.  Williams. 

At  the  meeting  of  September  26,  the  Executive  Committee 
authorized  the  establishment  of  the  Emergency  Fund  for  Student  Aid, 
to  which  reference  has  been  made  above  — the  amount  of  the  fund  as 
originally  contemplated  being  $10,000  — and.  had  the  satisfaction  of 
voting  that  $28,771  of  the  credit  balance  from  the  operation  of  the 
dormitories  and  dining  halls  for  women  be  used  to  charge  off  the  re- 
maining advances  from  the  general  endowment  to  the  dormitories,  thus 
completing  the  restoration  to  the  endowment  of  all  advances  made  there- 
from. 


At  the  meeting  of  January  2,  it  was  voted  that  the  Emergency 
Fund  be  increased  by  $3,000,  and  that  the  price  of  board  in  the  dining 
halls  operated  by  the  College  be  reduced  for  the  second  semester  from 
$6.50  to  $6  per  week;  and  there  was  made  an  appropriation  of  $3,500  to 
be  used  toward  the  immediate  installation  in  Rice  Hall  of  four  new 
practice  organs. 

The  meeting  of  January  30  was  devoted  in  part  to  a preliminary 
discussion  of  the  agreement  with  the  Oberlin  Kindergarten-Primary  Train- 
ing School. 

The  meeting  of  April  16  was  devoted  largely  to  problems  con- 
cerning the  Investment  Committee. 

At  the  meeting  of  July  30,  the  supplementary  budgets  for  the 
year  1932-53  — those  for  the  dormitories  and  dining  halls,  the  hospital, 
the  Oberlin  Kindergarten-Primary  Training  School,  etc.  — were  given  the 
same  temporary  approval  which  had  been  given  by  the  Board  in  June  to  the 
general  budget.  Establishment  of  $10,000  as  an  Emergency  Fund  for 
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Student  Aid  for  the  year  1932-33  was  authorized;  and  it  was  voted  that 
the  price  of  board  in  the  dining  halls  operated  by  tne  College  be  further 
reduced,  for  the  coming  year,  from  $6  to  $5.50  per  week. 

On  recommendation  of  members  of  the  Investment  Committee, 
other  than  Mr.  Fauver,  it  v/as  voted 

That  to.  C.  K.  Fauver  be  asked  to  serve  until  the 
end  of  the  calendar  year  1932  as  Investment  Executive  of 
the  College,  devoting  such  portion  of  his  time  to  this  work 
as  he  may  find  to  be  necessary;  that  he  3pend  such  time  in 
Cleveland,  in  Chicago,  and  elsewhere,  as  he  may  judge  to 
be  necessary;  that  he  secure  such  services  and  such  advice 
as  he  may  judge  to  be  necessary;  that  meetings  of  the  In- 
vestment Committee  be  called  at  least  once  a month  after 
September  1;  that  between  meetings  Mr.  Fauver  have  power 
to  act  in  cases  in  which  immediate  action  seems  necessary 
to  him  — report  of  each  such  action  to  be  made  at  the  next 
following  meeting  of  the  Investment  Committee. 


Other  Committees 

Of  the  other  committees  of  the  Board  those  most  active  during 
the  year  ?/ere  the  Budget  Committee,  the  Investment  Committee,  and  the 
Committee  on  Location,  Plans,  and  Construction  of  College  Buildings. 

The  Budget  and  Investment  Coiomittees  had  to  deal  with  problems  of  great 
difficulty,  the  Budget  Committee  basing  its  work  upon  detailed  work 
previously  done  by  the  Budget  Committees  of  the  faculty  and  by  the  ad- 
ministrative officers  of  the  College.  Reference  has  been  made  above 
to  the  main  immediate  tangible  results  of  the  recommendations  of  these 
two  committees.  The  Investment  Committee  made  substantial  progress 
not  only  in  dealing  with  current  problems  but  in  preparing  the  way  for 
the  formulation  of  a more  satisfactory  investment  policy. 

The  Committee  on  Location,  Plans,  and  Construction  of  College 
Buildings  and  the  corresponding  faculty  committee  concerned  themselves 
mainly  with  problems  relating  to  the  construction  and  furnishing  of 
Noah  Hall,  and  with  the  gradual  development  of  plans  for  the  Auditorium, 
particularly  with  the  difficult  problem  of  the  location  of  the  organ. 
Solution  of  this  problem  was  in  sight,  though  not  actually  reached,  at 
the  close  of  the  year.  Agreement  was  reached  early  in  the  year  that 
the  Heating  Plant  should  be  located  on  the  former  Johnson  property  near 
the  tracks  of  the  Mew  York  Central  Railroad;  plans  for  the  Heating 
Plant  and  Heating  System  were  brougiit  to  completion  during  the  year; 
and  the  rights  of  way  necessary  for  the  installation  of  pipe  lines  from 
the  proposed  plant  to  the  campus  wore  secured.  At  that  point,  however, 
the  project  i3  estopped  for  lack  of  funds. 

The  joint  Trustee-Faculty -Alumni  Committee  on  the  Centennial 
Celebration  in  1933  continued  its  work  during  the  first  semester  in  the 
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hope  of  being  able  to  carry  out  plans  previously  formulated  for  a great 
celebration  of  national  significance  to  be  held  in  October,  1933.  The 
prospect  of  drastic  reduction  in  the  amount  available  for  the  celebration 
led,  however,  to  the  conviction  that  the  original  plan  could  not  be 
carried  out  — a conviction  reflected  in  an  action,  reported  above, 
taken  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  meeting  of  February  20.  At  a 
special  meeting  held  in  July  the  joint  committee  voted  that  in  view  of 
the  abandonment  of  the  plan  for  a great  celebration  in  October,  1933, 
the  Commencement  of  June,  1933,  should  be  made  a Centennial  Commence- 
ment and  Homecoming. 
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II.  Gifts  arid  Bequests 


As  was  to  be  expected  in  view  of  the  financial  depression, 
the  giftD  during  the  last  twelve  raontlis  liave  been  nuch  loss  than  for 
many  years. 

The  funds  received  as  gifts  in  the  course  of  the  year  amounted 
to  $413,302.47.  Gifts  to  capital  amounted  to  $357,524.14;  gifts  to  the 
Endowment  and  Building  Fund  amounted  to  $1,648.11;  and  gifts  for  current 
use  amounted  to  $54,130.22 

These  gifts  are  listed  in  full  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer, 
and  some  of  them  receive  special  comment  in  the  report  of  the  Assistant 
to  the  President. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  were  four  hundred  and 
forty- three  capital  gifts,  the  largest  single  sum  being  the  balance  of 
the  gift  of  Mr.  John  B.  Rockefeller,  Jr.,  for  the  construction  of  the 
buildings  of  the  Graduate  School  of  Theology,  $65,000. 

A gift  of  ten  thousand  dollars  was  received  from  Mrs.  George 
Bennett  Siddall  of  the  Conservatory  class  of  1891,  to  constitute  a 
Conservatory  scholarship  fund  in  memory  of  her  husband,  who  served  the 
College  so  long  and  so  faithfully  as  Trustee.  The  College  welcomes 
additions  to  its  funded  scholarships  designated  for  the  use  of  students 
in  the  Conservatory.-  ultimately  a very  considerable  sum  must  be  pro- 
vided for  this  purpose  if  the  institution  is  to  receive  its  normal 
share  of  gifted  students  who  are  not  able  to  finance  their  own  musical 
education. 


Mrs.  Lucien  C.  Warner  made  a contribution  of  $2,000  toward 
the  fund  which  is  being  provided  for  a new  gymnasium  for  women. 

Colonel  A.  L.  i.lercer,  of  the  College  Class  of  1911,  estab- 
lished two  annual  prize  scholarships  in  Economics,  each  to  be  awarded 
to  the  winner  of  an  essay  competition.  One  of  these  scholarships  goes 
to  a Senior  who  intends  to  undertake  graduate  work  in  Economics,  at 
Oberlin  or  elsewhere,  in  the  following  year;  the  other  to  a Junior  who 
expects  to  specialize  in  Economics  in  his  Senior  year  in  Oberlin.  The 
winners  in  the  first  competition  were  Herbert  C.  Morse,  '32,  and  Allen 
T.  Bonnell,  ’33. 

During  the  year  $50,000  was  received  from  the  estate  of  Mr. 

S.  E.  Matter  of  the  College  Class  of  1889,  who,  until  his  death,  was 
a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  This  bequest  is  subject  to  an  an- 
nuity; its  ultimate  use  by  the  College  is  unrestricted. 

From  the  estate  of  Senator  Theodore  E.  Burton,  of  the  College 
Class  of  1872,  also  a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  until  his  death, 
there  was  received  a bequest  of  $10,000,  to  be  used  for  endowment. 


From  the  estate  of  Dr.  William  E.  Barton,  of  the  Theological 
Class  of  1890,  the  Graduate  School  of  Theology  received  $1,000  for  its 
endowment. 
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III.  Needs 


The  outstanding  immediate  need  is  for  the  provision  of  financial 
aid  for  students.  During  the  year  1931-32  we  had  far  more  applications 
for  student  aid  than  ever  before;  and  we  expect  still  more  such  applica- 
tions for  the  coming  year.  Many  upperclass  students  lacking  only  one  or 
two  years  to  complete  their  work  for  the  degree  will  be  unable  to  return 
at  all  unless  they  receive  help,  and  many  students  of  all  classes  will 
come,  as  many  came  in  1931,  without  enough  resources  to  carry  them  through 
the  year  and  with  no  hope  of  further  help  from  home.  The  need,  of  course, 
extends  to  many  who  two  years  ago  never  dreamed  of  lacking  funds.  It  is 
hard  for  them  to  ask;  it  is  exceedingly  hard  for  us  to  be  unable  to  help 
them  adequately.  Scarcely  a day  passed  this  last  year  without  bringing 
us  some  new  story  of  critical  need,  and  the  prospects  are  that  similar 
and  still  more  urgent  stories  will  fill  the  calendar  of  the  coming  year. 

The  regular  budget  of  the  College  for  scholarships  amounts  to 
about  $100,000.  Some  of  this  goes  necessarily  and  rightly  to  students 
of  very  high  standing;  but  it  is  fair  to  say  that  nearly  all  of  it  at 
the  present  tine  meets  real  financial  needs.  In  addition  to  these  regu- 
lar funds  the  Trustees,  as  already  noted,  last  year  appropriated  $13,000 
for  emergency  aid;  and  current  gifts  for  such  aid,  made  for  use  during 
that  year  by  alumni  and  other  friends  of  the  College,  amounted  to  about 
$10,000. 


For  the  coming  year  we  know  that  our  income  will  drop  by  at 
least  $100,000,  and  have  reason  to  fear  a still  greater  shrinkage.  Under 
these  circumstances  it  will  be  exceedingly  hard  for  us  to  meet  even  the 
regular  budget  for  scholarship  aid. 

The  same  conditions  which  make  things  hard  for  students  and  for 
the  College  make  them  hard,  also,  for  those  who  would  normally  help  us 
by  gifts.  Dr.  Bohn's  letter  of  June  7 to  the  alumni,  carrying  a full 
statement  of  the  situation,  brought  in  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year 
a total  of  sixty  gifts  and  pledges,  representing  a fine  spirit  of  gener- 
osity, and,  in  many  cases,  of  sacrifice;  but  the  total  amount  of  these 
gifts  was  only  $2,192.70. 

The  loan  funds  of  the  College  have  been  of  great  help  during 
the  present  emergency.  Without  the  aid  given  in  the  form  of  loans,  many 
students  would  have  been  forced  to  leave  college.  It  was  proper  that 
some  students  should  borrow  rather  than  receive  outright  gifts  because 
in  all  probability,  when  the  depression  is  over,  it  will  be  possible  for 
them  to  repay  the  loans  without  undue  strain.  The  total  amount  loaned 
during  1931-32  was  $43,989.15.  Part  of  this  amount  was  made  available 
through  the  Trustees'  emergency  grant,  and  if  paid  within  a specified 
time  is  to  be  without  interest  charge. 

There  will  be  keen  need  again  this  coming  year  for  money  to 
be  loaned  to  students  for  varying  periods  of  time,  and  it  would  be  par- 
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ticularly  helpful  if  these  loans  could  be  made  without  interest,  at 
best  prior  to  graduation.  In  normal  times  the  present  loan  funds  of 
the  College  just  about  meet  the  current  needs.  They  are  not  adequate 
for  a period  like  tho  present,  and  even  a small  burden  of  interest 
makes  additional  difficulty  for  the  student  of  limited  resources. 

For  the  time  being,  although  our  building  needs  are  as  real 
as  ever,  and  one  year  more  intense  than  they  were  a year  ago,  we  can 
hardly  hope  for  much  progress  in  this  field.  This  in  particularly  un- 
fortunate in  view  of  the  fact  that  if  we  only  could  build  now  we  could 
take  advantage  of  the  extraordinarily  low  building  costs  which  now  pre- 
vail. 


Plans  for  the  Physics  Building  and  for  the  new  Heating  Plant 
and  System  have  been  completed:  it  remains  only  for  someone  to  push  the 

dollar -button  which  will  release  then  into  activity.  The  completion  of 
Noah  Hall,  the  first  unit  of  the  long  desired  and  long  planned  Men’s 
Campus,  urgently  invites  the  early  addition  of  other  units,  large  or 
small,  in  the  series  thus  finely  begun. 

I have  not  the  heart  to  repeat  the  long  roll  of  the  other 
Duildings  which  we  need.  One  fact,  nevertheless,  must  not  go  unrecorded: 
that  half  of  all  our  students  are  forced  to  use  for  their  extremely  im- 
portant work  in  physical  education  an  obsolete  wooden  building  which  was 
milt  as  a skating  rink  before  the  end  of  the  Nineteenth  Century. 
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IV.  The  Work  of  the  President 


Various  aspects  of  the  financial  situation  drew  heavily  on  the 
President's  tine  and  thought  during  the  year.  It  became  apparent  in 
February  that  in  order  to  balance  our  budget  for  the  coming  year  we 
should  have  to  reduce  expenses  by  about  $100,000  at  least;  and  the  task 
of  steering  and  carrying  through  the  preparation  of  a budget  which  should 
show  such  a reduction,  should  fairly  distribute  the  burden  among  the 
different  divisions,  offices,  and  departments,  and  should  avoid  really 
disastrous  results  at  any  point,  was  long  and  difficult.  The  series  of 
meetings  and  conferences  which  led  ultimately  to  the  appointment  of  an 
Investment  Executive  took  much  time  in  the  spring  and  summer. 

The  building  and  furnishing  of  Noah  Hall  were  so  admirably 
handled  by  Mr.  Crutsinger,  Dean  Bosworth,  Professor  Ward,  and  the  others 
concerned,  that  they  involved  no  special  work  for  the  President.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  problem  of  the  location  of  the  organ  in  the  Auditorium 
proved  to  be  almost  incredibly  intricate,  and  involved  a long  series  of 
conferences  and  exchanges  of  proposals  and  criticisms  with  the  various 
parties  concerned:  the  Organ  Department  of  the  Conservatory  of  Music, 
the  Faculty  and  Trustee  Committees  on  Location,  Plans,  and  Construction 
of  College  Buildings,  the  organ  builders,  the  architect,  the  consultant 
on  stage  construction,  and  the  acoustician. 

Other  special  tasks  were  a general  study  of  the  operation  of 
the  hospital,  with  particular  reference  to  the  removal  of  the  annual 
deficit;  and  the  negotiations  and  other  conferences,  frequent  from 
January  to  the  end  of  the  year,  relating  to  the  transfer  to  the  College 
of  the  property  of  the  Oberlin  Kindergarten  Primary  Training  School. 

During  the  course  of  the  college  year  addresses  were  given  at 
Allegheny  College,  Baldwin-Wallace  College,  Denison  University,  and  the 
University  of  Chicago;  and  in  July  the  President  gave  a series  of  lec- 
tures on  "A  Redefinition  of  the  Purposes  and  Character  of  Liberal  College 
Education,"  in  the  Summer  Session  of  Columbia  University. 

He  presided  and  gave  the  presidential  address  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association  of  American  Colleges,  held  in  Cincinnati  in 
January.  He  has  resigned  from  the  Commission  of  that  Association  on 
the  Enlistment  and  Training  of  College  Teachers,  but  has  become  Chairman 
of  a special  committee  which  is  sponsoring  a study  of  the  place  of  music 
in  the  life  and  work  of  the  American  college.  This  committee  has  re- 
ceived a grant  of  $25,000  from  the  Carnegie  Corporation  to  cover  the  costs 
of  the  investigation  and  report. 

The  study  of  "The  College  and  Society,"  referred  to  in  the 
last  report,  was  issued  in  the  autumn  in  a proof  edition,  copies  of  which 
were  placed  in  the  hands  of  members  of  the  faculty,  Trustees,  and  a few 
other  friends.  Suggestions  and  criticisms  were  invited,  and  were 
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generally  given,  and  the  study  was  thoroughly  revised  in  consequence.  It 
was  published  in  book  form  in  April  by  the  Century  Company. 

During  the  summer  much  time  was  given  to  work  as  Chairman  of 
the  Commission  on  the  Coordination  of  Efforts  for  Peace  — a commission 
created  in  1928  at  the  suggestion  of  Senator  Burton. 
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V.  Emeritus  Officers  and  Teachers 


It  is  a pleasure  to  report  that  President  King  is  markedly  im- 
proved in  health.  He  and  Mrs.  King  celebrated  on  July  7 their  golden 
wedding  anniversary. 

Dr.  Francos  Hosford  is  spending  much  time  in  the  preparation  of 
a monograph  on  the  education  of  women  in  Oberlin,  which  is  to  be  published 
in  connection  with  the  Centennial. 

The  second  volume  of  the  Charles  Beebe  Martin  Classical  Lectures 
appeared  during  the  year.  It  contains  the  lectures  given  here  in  the 
previous  year  by  Professor  Tenney  Frank,  and  bears  the  title  Some  Aspects 
of  Social  Behavior  in  Ancient  Rome. 

Professor  Lynds  Jones  has  been  elected  President  of  the  Oberlin 
School  Board,  and  is  devoting  a considerable  amount  of  his  time  to  this 
important  work. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Andrews  went  last  autumn  to  Honolulu,  whore  Dr. 
Andrews  became  organist  of  the  Central  Union  Church,  playing  an  organ 
built  some  years  before  according  to  his  own  specifications.  Typically 
enough,  this  major  activity  was  for  him  only  one  of  many  activities. 
Honolulu  discovered  him,  and  he  found  constantly  widening  opportunities 
for  service  as  organist,  as  teacher,  as  conductor  — all  set  in  a circle 
of  most  happy  friendships.  In  the  fullness  of  his  perennial  youth  he 
died  suddenly  on  August  18. 

Professor  Horton,  who  was  in  Honolulu  at  the  time  of  Dr. 

Andrews'  death,  conducted  the  service  held  there  in  his  memory.  A 
memorial  service,  very  largely  attended  by  faculty,  students,  and  towns- 
people, ’./as  held  in  Finney  Chapel  on  the  first  Sunday  afternoon  of  the 
new  college  year.  A tribute  to  Dr.  Andrews,  written  by  Professor  Upton, 

appears  in  the  October  number  of  the  Alumni  Magazine.  A memorial  minute, 
adopted  by  the  General  Faculty  on  September  27,  reads  in  part: 


It  was  not,  however,  in  the  extension  of  his  own 
honor  that  he  gloried.  For  that  he  cared  no  more  than  an 
able  man  always  has  the  right  to  care.  His  supreme  desire 
was  for  the  diffusion  and  perpetuation  of  his  ideals  in  art 
and  in  life.  Animated  by  unshakable  religious  convictions 
and  strong  humanitarian  impulses,  he  made  his  life  an  argument 
for  his  beliefs.  Not  only  was  his  intense  love  of  musical 
beauty  inherent  in  his  mental  constitution,  but  it  was  con- 
sciously fortified  by  his  recognition  of  its  value  in  individu- 
al culture  and  in  social  progress.  He  would  not  have  justified 
it  at  all  unless  he  were  aware  of  such  a: relation.  It  was  at 
this  point  that  he  united  his  faith  in  art  and  his  faith  in  God 
and  in  humanity.  His  unfaltering  conviction  of  the  truth  of 
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this  unity  radiated  from  him  wherever  he  went  and  in  every 
aspect  of  his  work;  in  his  offices  as  teacher,  as  church 
organist,  as  conductor.  To  those  who  are  able  to  discern 
such  intimations  this  high  seriousness  is  evident  also  in  his 
musical  compositions.  It  was  his  sense  of  duty  to  his  art 
as  a ministry,  even  more  than  his  great  ability  and  untiring 
industry,  more  even  than  his  enthusiasm  and  personal  charm, 
that  made  him  the  force  he  was  in  the  College  and  in  the 
community. 


The  memory  of  Dr.  Andrews  as  teacher,  as  musician,  as  a Christian 
n&bleman,  will  live  on  undiminished,  as  a force  for  all  that  is  true  and 
beautiful  and  good,  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  uncounted  men  and  women,

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At  the  end  of  the  year  the  services  of  the  following  terminated 
through  retirement  or  expiration  of  appointment:  Professors  Lehmann  and 
Youtz;  Acting  Assistant  Professor  Bayard;  Messrs.  Beoraan,  Broughton, 
Foster,  and  Walker;  and  the  Misses  Bell,  Levering,  Messerly,  and  Peabody. 


Administrative  Assistants 

The  two  main  changes  in  the  staff  of  administrative  assistants 
were  the  appointment  of  John  C.  Kennedy  as  Assistant  to  the  Director  of 
the  Conservatory,  and  the  appointment  of  Francis  C.  Oakley  as  Assistant 
Director  of  Admissions. 


Publications 


The  main  publications  of  the  faculty  printed  during  the  college 
year  1931-32  are  listed  below.

Public  Service 

Professor  Wooster  was  given  leave  of  absence  for  the  year  to 
serve  as  Director  of  the  Massachusetts  Special  Commission  on  the 
Stabilization  of  Employment.  His  work  as  Director  involved  the  direction 
of  research  into  the  causes  of  unemployment  and  the  courses  of  corrective 
or  minimizing  action  which  might  be  taken  in  Massachusetts,  the  proposal 
of  policies  and  program  for  action  by  the  Commission,  and  the  preparation 
of  a report  to  the  Legislature. 

As  a result  of  his  work,  the  Commission  will  recommend  to  the 
Legislature  the  adoption  of  a number  of  recommendations  dealing  with  the 
reduction  of  unemployment,  not  only  during  business  depressions  but  also 
during  ordinary  years  of  more  normal  business  activity. 

Through  the  initiative  of  Dr.  Brown,  Congress  made  possible, 
in  the  spring  of  1932,  the  free  distribution  of  many  millions  of  bushels 
of  government  wheat  held  by  the  Federal  Farm  Board.  The  recollection 
of  the  use  of  wheat  during  a drought  which  he  had  experienced  in  boyhood 
in  Manitoba,  combined  with  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  millions  of 
bushels  of  government  wheat,  led  him  to  develop  and  to  propose  his 
"wheat  plan"  to  help  meet  the  present  need  for  emergency  relief. 
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Dr.  Brown  collected  a number  of  wheat  recipes,  which  were  widely 
distributed  in  pamphlet  form  over  the  country;  and  with  the  help  of 
several  Oberlin  students  he  served  many  demonstration  three-cent  wheat 
dinners  in  Oberlin  and  elsewhere.  His  plan  for  the  use  of  wheat  has  been 
actively  adopted  by  many  social  agencies. 

His  idea  was  further  that  the  Government  should  give  its  wheat 
free  of  cost,  and  that  under  the  direction  of  the  Associated  Charities 
the  wheat  should  be  ground  and  distributed  to  those  in  need.  When  he 
was  fully  satisfied  that  the  plan  was  workable,  he  conducted  a corres- 
pondence with  members  of  the  Senate  and  the  House  which  led  to  the 
passage  of  a bill  which  released  forty  million  bushels  of  wheat  to  the 
American  Red  Cross  and  other  organizations  designated  by  the  Red  Cross, 
"for  use  in  providing  food  for  the  needy  and  distressed  people  of  the 
United  States  and  Territories,  and  for  feed  for  livestock  in  the  1931 
crop-failure  areas."  A second  bill,  passed  later  in  the  spring, 
authorized  the  distribution  of  several  million  additional  bushels  of 
wheat. 


Other  Items 

Professor  Horton's  journey  around  the  world  had  many  points  of 
special  Oberlin  interest  and  significance,  culminating  in  his  visit  to 
the  schools  of  the  Oberlin-Shansi  Memorial  Association  in  Taiku.  He 
presented  there  to  the  faculty  and  the  students  of  those  schools  an 
illuminated  letter  from  the  faculty  and  students  of  Oberlin  College, 
which  had  been  entrusted  to  him  at  a special  chapel  service  held  shortly 
before  his  departure. 

At  the  June  Commencements  Harvard  University  conferred  upon 
Dr.  Foster,  and  Princeton  University  upon  Professor  Fullerton,  the  de- 
gree of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 

During  the  year  Professor  Lord  was  elected  President  of  the 
Archaeological  Institute  of  America;  and  Professor  Lofbcrg  was  elected 
Editor-in-Chief  of  the  Classical  Journal.

The  Mock  Convention 


The  main  special  student  enterprise  of  the  year  was  the  quad- 
rennial Mock  Convention.  Organization  was  started  in  the  winter  with 
E.  V.  Grabill,  R.  A.  Clapp,  L.  P.  Gratz,  and  F.  W.  Bedford  of  the  Class 
of  1932  as  Chairman,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Chairman  of  the  Platform 
Committee,  respectively.  It  was  decided  by  vote  of  the  student  body 
that  the  convention  should  this  year  be  Democratic  — a decision 
reached  largely,  at  least,  through  the  belief  that  the  Democratic  Con- 
vention would  afford  a much  livelier  contest  for  the  presidential 
nomination  than  would  a Republican  Convention.  The  Convention  was  held 
on  Friday  and  Saturday,  May  13  and  14,  in  a tent  erected  on  the  site  of 
Spear  Laboratory.  Almost  all  members  of  the  student  body  were  enrolled 
as  delegates.  A carefully  prepared  platform  was  presented,  and  an  able 
and  at  times  intensely  interesting  debate  on  that  platform,  begun  early 
on  Friday  evening,  continued  until  two  o'clock  Saturday  morning,  and 
was  then  adjourned  to  an  extra  three-hour  session  on  Saturday  afternoon. 
To  those  watchers  and  listeners  who  knew  something  of  Oberlin's  past 
it  was  of  particular  interest  that  upon  the  exact  site  of  the  formation 
of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  the  fight  for  a dry  plank  was  ably  led  by 
J.  C.  Wheeler,  '33,  son  of  Wayne  B.  Wheeler.  The  balloting  for  candi- 
dates on  the  second  evening  resulted  at  midnight  in  the  nomination  of 
Owen  D.  Young  for  President,  and  an  hour  later  in  the  nomination  of 
Carter  Glass  for  Vice  President. 


Emergency  Relief  Committee 

Early  in  the  autumn  the  consciousness  of  certain  students  of 
the  fact  that  the  parents  of  certain  other  students  were  in  dire  need 
led  to  the  formation,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Student  Council,  of  an 
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Emergency  Relief  Committee,  of  which  C.  V.  Giddings,  '32,  was  Chairman. 
The  purpose  of  this  committee  was  to  secure  from  students  and  faculty 
members  funds  to  be  used  for  the  relief  of  needy  parents  of  students, 
for  relief  in  certain  cases  of  student  need  which  could  not  be  met  from 
the  funds  of  the  College,  and  for  relief  in  certain  other  cases  related 
in  some  way  to  the  interests  of  the  student  body.  By  savings  in  the 
cost  of  entertainments,  by  direct  contribution  and  otherwise,  about 
<)1300  was  raised  for  this  purpose.  Grants  were  made  in  many  different 
cases,  and  did  much  good.  The  administration  of  the  fund  was  character- 
ized by  great  care  and  by  great  tact. 


Women1 s Rules 

The  Women’s  League,  under  the  presidency  of  Helen  S.  Horton, 
’32,  worked  throughout  the  year  upon  a revision  of  the  women's  rules. 

This  revision  was  ultimately  approved  by  the  Joint  Council  (of  faculty 
and  student  women),  and  adopted  by  the  General  Faculty.  The  specific 
items  of  the  revision  appear  to  be  too  much  matters  of  detail  to  be  re- 
corded here.  They  tend,  in  general,  toward  a lightening  of  restrictions, 
and  toward  the  placing  of  greater  confidence  in  the  sense  of  responsi- 
bility of  the  women  themselves. 


The  A Cappella  Choir 

Of  the  several  student  organizations  which  did  good  work  in 
the  course  of  the  year  the  A Cappella  Choir  may  perhaps  fairly  be  singled 
out  for  commendation.  Through  the  year  the  Choir  made  great  progress, 
under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Christiansen,  and  won  golden  opinions  both 
in  Oberlin  and  elsewhere  — particularly  for  its  singing  at  the  Biennial 
Convention  of  the  Music  Supervisors'  National  Conference,  held  in 
Cleveland  early  in  April. 


Atwater  Kent  Radio  Prize 


Eugene  B.  Morgan,  Cons.  '31  (a  great-grandson  of  John  Morgan, 
of  the  original  Oberlin  faculty) , who  was  continuing  work  in  the  Con- 
servatory of  Music,  placed  second  in  the  National  Radio  Audition  sponsored 
by  the  Atwater  Kent  Radio  Corporation,  broadcast  on  December  13.  By  so 
doing  he  won  a cash  prize  of  $3,000,  together  with  tuition  for  an  addition- 
al year  of  voice  study. 


Deaths 


Tragedy  caine  to  the  student  body  in  the  deaths  of  three  stu- 
dents as  the  result  of  accidents. 
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Albert  U.  Brown  and  Warren  R.  Henke  were  killed  instantly  on 
the  night  of  December  19  while  they  Y/cre  driving  home  for  the  Christmas 
holidays.  Their  car  was  struck  by  a train  at  Athol  Springs,  New  York. 
Both  boys  were  well  known  and  deservedly  liked:  their  death  was  c 

shock  keenly  felt  by  the  entire  student  body. 

On  December  9,  Emil  J.  Kasper,  of  Elyria,  a student  in  the 
Conservatory  of  Music,  was  grievously  injured  by  a fall  in  the  elevator 
shaft  in  Warner  Hall.  He  was  taken  immediately  to  Allen  Hospital, 
where  he  remained  for  several  weeks.  He  improved  slowly,  but  suffered 
a relapse,  and  was  taken  to  the  Cleveland  Clinic,  where  he  died  on 
Tebruary  1.  He  was  a violin  student  of  much  promise. 
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VIII . The  Alumni 


The  usual  alumni  activities  on  the  campus  were  carried  on  during 
the  year  under  review.  The  numbers  back  for  Commencement  we re  smaller 
than  usual,  doubtless  as  a result  of  the  financial  depression,  but  there 
v/ere  creditable  numbers  in  Oberlin  for  the  homecoming  and  for  the  Alumni 
Council  meeting  in  February.  Chapters  of  the  Alumni  Association  through- 
out the  country  held  their  usual  meetings.  Some  of  these  were  attended 
by  the  President  and  by  members  of  the  faculty;  the  Assistant  to  the 
President,  in  connection  with  his  trip  to  the  Pacific  Coast  in  the  .spring, 
spoke  to  alumni  chapters  in  a number  of  the  principal  cities  visited. 

Reference  has  been  made  above  to  the  work  of  the  Joint  Trustee- 
Faculty-Alumni  Committee  on  the  Centennial  Celebration,  and  to  the  deci- 
sion that  the  Commencement  of  June,  1933,  should  be  made  a Centennial 
Commencement  and  Homecoming.  It  is  hoped  that  all  alumni  and  former 
students  who  can  possibly  do  so  will  return  to  Oberlin  for  this  occasion. 

Reference  has  been  made  above,  also,  to  certain  especially 
notable  gifts  and  bequests  received  from  alumni. 

Among  those  receiving  honorary  degrees  at  the  1932  Commencement 
were  two  alumni:  Harley  Leist  Lutz  of  the  College  Class  of  1907,  who  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws,  and  Philip  Coates  King  of  the  College 
Class  of  1910,  who  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity.

At  the  Alumni  Meeting  in  June  he  presented  a report  review- 
ing his  years  of  service.  This  report  is  printed  in  full  in  the  July 
number  of  the  Alumni  Magazine.  It  covers  seven  years  of  faithful  and 
varied  service,  to  which  the  Alumni  Magazine  itself,  enlarged  in  format 
and  much  improved  in  many  respects,  bears  notable  witness.  Among  the 
activities  recorded  are  the  extension  of  the  membership  list  of  tire 
Association  and  the  subscription  list  of  the  Magazine;  the  cultivation 
of  acquaintance  with  students,  especially  Seniors;  the  entertainment  of 
Freshman  children  of  alumni;  the  fostering  of  homecomings  and  class  re- 
unions, the  encouragement  and  visiting  of  local  Oberlin  clubs  and  asso- 
ciations; the  taking  and  displaying  of  notion  pictures  of  college  events 
and  activities;  and  participation  in  the  work  of  the  American  Alumni 
Council  (of  which  Mr.  Olmstead  was  President  for  the  year  1931-32). 

The  complete  necrological  record  for  the  year  will  later  be 
distributed  from  the  Secretary's  Office.  Special  comment  appears  else- 
where in  this  report  on  the  service  of  those  alumni  who  were  most 
directly  connected  with  the  College. 
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The  living  alumni  of  earliest  graduation  are  Mrs.  Surah  E.  Hoyt 
Penfield,  of  the  College  Class  of  1858,  now  living  in  New  York  City,  and 
the  Reverend  Elihu  C.  Barnard,  of  the  College  Class  of  1860,  of 
Washington,  D.C.  Mr.  Barnard,  whe  was  bom  on  August  8,  1835,  is  also 
the  oldest  living  graduate  in  point  of  years. 

January  7,  1932  was  the  one-hundredth  birthday  of  the  oldest 
living  person  who  has  attended  Oborlin,  Mrs.  Catharine  Fry  Boardman, 
who  was  a student  in  the  Preparatory  Department  in  the  year  1857-58.  Mrs. 
Boardman  then  came  to  Oberlin  from  Sulphur  Springs,  Ohio,  where  she  still 
lives.  An  interesting  letter,  written  by  her  to  the  student  body  a few 
days  before  she  rounded  out  her  century,  was  read  at  chapel.  One 
hundred  roses  were  sent  to  her  by  the  College  upon  her  birthday. 
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IX.  The  Kindergarten  Training  School  Transfer 


In  the  year  1894  a group  of  nan  and  women  in  Oberlin  formed  a 
Kindergarten  Association  and  organized  a training  school  so  that  tho 
children  of  Oberlin  might  enjoy  the  benefit  of  free  kindergartens.  Iron 
this  small  beginning  there  eventually  developed  the  Oberlin  Kindergarten- 
Primary  Training  School,  which  was  incorporated  in  1912.  Many  members 
of  the  College  faculty  have  been  much  interested  in  the  School.  The 
trustees  of  the  School  have  been  drawn  about  half  from  the  town  and  half 
from  the  College.  Professor  Lord  has  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  since  June,  1913.  Several  members  of  the  College  faculty 
have  done  part-time  teaching  in  the  School. 


The  School  proved  successful  both  educationally  and  financially. 
Its  course  of  study  was  accredited  by  the  Department  of  Education  of  the 
State  of  Ohio.  Its  faculty  during  the  year  just  past  consisted  of 
three  officers,  six  teachers  v7ho  taught  only  in  this  School,  and  twelve 
critic  teachers  — as  well  as  a few  members  of  the  College  faculty,  each 
of  whom  gave  a little  tine  to  the  School.  Its  largest  enrolment  was 
for  the  year  1927-28,  when  190  students  were  registered.  The  total 
number  of  graduates,  including  the  class  which  graduated  in  June,  1932, 
is  1302;  the  total  number  of  recorded  former  students  who  did  not  gradu- 
ate is  about  400.  The  School  has  offered  a two-year  course  of  study, 
with  provision,  in  recent  years,  for  third-year  work  in  case  such  work 
should  bo  desired.  This  last  year,  for  the  first  time,  such  work  was 
taken,  by  three  girls. 

In  respect  tc  property,  the  School  grew  from  its  first  few 
rooms  until  it  finally  ovmed  five  dormitories  on  cr  near  Elm  Street  — 

May  and  Nancy  Squire  Cottages,  connected  by  a large  dining  room  built 
by  the  School,  Burroughs  Cottage,  Goodrich  House,  Vvebster  Hall  (with  an 
annex  and  a bungalow)  — one  house,  the  Metcalf  house,  on  Forest  Street, 
bought  for  use  as  a dormitory,  but  so  used  only  three  years;  and  two 
kindergartens,  the  Orchard  Kindergarten,  built  by  tho  School,  back  of 
the  Metcalf  heuse,  and  the  Centennial  House  cn  South  Main  Street,  used 
for  both  kindergarten  and  first  grade  classes.  The  classrooms  and 
administrative  offices  of  the  School  were  in  Goodrich  House.  The 
kindergarten  practice  teaching  was  done  in  the  kindergartens  owned  by 
the  School  in  Oberlin  and  in  the  kindergartens  of  the  public  schools  of 
Elyria;  the  first,  second,  and  third  grade  practice  teaching  was  done 
in  the  public  schools  of  Oberlin. 

Current  trends  in  kindergarten-primary  standards,  and  in 
particular  the  prospect  that  State  regulations  would  require  the  pro- 
vision of  a four-year  course  if  the  School  were  to  continue  as  a separate 
institution,  made  it  seen  best  to  the  trustees  of  the  School  to  enter  into 
an  arrangement  with  the  College  — an  arrangement  which  the  College  was 
very  glad  to  make  — whereby  the  entire  property  of  the  School  should  be 
transferred  to  the  College,  which,  on  its  part,  should  agree  to  establish 
in  its  own  Department  of  Education  a Kindergarten-Primary  Teaching  Major, 
and  to  continue  to  offer  this  major  for  at  least  five  years  (unless  the 
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State  Department  of  Education  cr  some  other  governmental  agency  should  so 
modify  tiie  requirements  for  kindergarten-primary  certification  as  to  render 
the  continuance  of  the  major  inadvisable).  With  the  intent  of  providing 
for  students  who  night  cone  to  Oberlin  primarily  for  the  sake  of  taking 
this  major,  the  number  of  women  admitted  to  each  Freshman  class  in  the 
College  is  to  be  increased  by  ten;  but  the  College  reserves  the  right  to 
linit,  as  it  may  see  fit,  the  number  of  students  actually  electing  the 
major.  Maintenance  of  this  major  will  involve  the  maintenance  of  at 
least  one  free  kindergarten  in  Oberlin. 

For  the  sake  of  those  students  who  entered  the  Training  School 
in  September,  1931,  as  Freshmen,  and  need  another  year  to  complete  their 
work,  the  Oberlin  Kindergarten-Primary  Training  School  itself  will  be 
oporated  for  one  more  year,  under  a separate  board  of  trustees,  on  funds 
provided  in  the  main  by  the  College.  For  this  purpose  the  College  has 
assigned  Webster  Hall,  Burroughs  Cottage,  Goodrich  House,  and  the  two 
kindergartens  to  the  School  for  the  year,  and  has  redmployod  for  the 
year  os  many  of  the  Training  School  teachers  as  are  necessary  to  carry- 
on  the  year's  work. 

Provision  is  made  for  the  payment  of  annuities  to  the  former 
principal  of  the  School,  Miss  May,  whose  active  service  ended  in  June, 

1932,  and  to  the  former  secretary  of  the  School,  Miss  Dean. 

The  liquid  assets  of  the  School,  amounting  to  about  $62,000, 
become  a special  endowment  fund,  of  which  the  income  is  to  bo  used  by  the 
College  so  long  os  the  College  maintains  a Kindergarten-Primary  Teaching 
Major.  If  and  when  that  major  is  discontinued,  this  endowment  fund  is 
to  be  offered  to  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Village  of  Oberlin,  the 
income  to  be  used  for  the  maintenance  of  free  kindergarten  facilities  in 
Oberlin. 


The  buildings  of  the  School  go  onto  the  books  of  the  College  at 
a total  valuation  of  about  $140,000. 

In  accordance  with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  agreement,  the 
Alumni  Association  of  the  College,  at  its  Commencement  meeting,  amended 
its  Constitution  so  as  to  include  as  associate  members  all  whe  have  been 
students  of  the  Oberlin  Kindergarten-Primary  Training  School;  and  a 
cordial  statement  of  welcome  was  issued  by  Mr.  Frank  VanCleef,  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  Association,  and  Mrs.  Agnes  V..  Mastick,  as  Chairman  of  the 
alumnae  Affiliation  Committee. 

The  actual  fora  of  agreement  for  the  transfer  was  drafted  by 
the  College  attorneys,  Fauvcr  and  Fauver,  of  Elyria,  and  in  particular  by 
Mr.  King  Fauver,  whe  has  been  exceedingly  helpful  at  all  stages  of  the 
negotiations  and  the  transfer.  The  preliminary  negotiations  leading  to 
the  transfer  were  reported  to,  and  tentatively  approved,  by  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  College  Board  of  Trustees  on  January  30;  the  agreement 
was  formally  ratified  at  a special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
held  on  February  20;  it  was  signed  by  officers  of  the  School  and  the 
College  on  April  15;  and  the  actual  transfer  of  property  took  place  on 

July  7 . 
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The  College  will  use  the  SI m Street  group  of  dormitories  us 
residence  halls  for  its  own  women  students  — May  and  Nancy  Squire  this 
coming  year,  and  all  five  thereafter.  This  enables  us  at  once  to  dis- 
continue the  use  of  Tank  Hall,  which  we  have  been  renting  for  several 
years,  and  will  enable  us  later  to  bring  in  other  girls  from  outlying 
dormitories,  so  that  practically  the  entire  group  of  college  women  will 
be  housed  in  a fairly  compact  series  of  buildings  on  cr  between  West 
College  and  Elm  Streets. 

It  is  by  no  means  inappropriate,  in  terms  of  present  educa- 
tional trends,  that  the  College  itself  should  offer  kindergarten-primary 
training  work,  on  a linited  scale,  on  a very  high  level.  Historically 
it  is  highly  appropriate:  for  John  Frederick  Oborlin  was  a pioneer  in  the 
type  of  education  for  children  which  grew  into  the  kindergarten  movement. 
It  was  indeed  in  recognition  of  this  fact  that  the  seal  of  the  Oberlin 
Kindergarten-Primary  Training  School  bore  together  the  profiles  of  Froebel 
and  of  Oberlin. 
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X.  Plant  Development 


The  two  great  accessions  to  the  physical  property  of  the  Col- 
lege during  the  year  were  Noah  Hall  and  the  property  of  the  Oberlin 
Kindergarten-Primary  Training  School. 

Andrew  Halo  Noah  Hall  stands  on  the  east  side  of  Woodland 
Avenue,  about  half  way  between  Lorain  and  Union  Streets.  The  building 
is  of  Georgian  Colonial  design,  and  is  constructed  of  red  brick  of 
variegated  color  with  limestone  trimmings.  The  reef  is  of  variegated 
tile. 


The  building  is  172  feet  long  by  42  feet  wide,  and  is  three 
stories  high,  with  a basement  10^-  feet  high  and  a finished  attic.  The 

main  facade  is  cn  the  east,  opening  on  to  a stone  terrace,  the  full  length 
of  the  building  and  thirty  feet  in  width . There  is  also  an  entrance  on 
the  Woodland  Avenue  side. 


In  addition  to  the  general  utility  rooms  located  in  the  base- 
ment, there  have  been  installed  a trunk  room  for  the  storage  of  students' 
trunks,  a pressing  room  equipped  with  electric  irons  and  ironing  boards 
where  students  nay  press  their  clothing,  and  a kitchenette  where  light 
lunches  may  be  prepared  to  bo  served  in  the  lounges  on  the  second  floor. 
On  such  occasions  the  food  prepared  in  the  kitchenette  is  placed  on  a 
food  truck  and  taken  tc  the  second  floor  on  the  elevator.  The  elevator 
serving  the  basement  and  throe  floors  is  for  freight  and  building  service 
only,  not  for  passengers.  All  baggage  and  supplies  are  delivered  to  the 
basement  and  taken  to  the  various  floors  on  the  elevator.  An  incinerator 
is  installed  in  the  basement.  Owing  to  the  ample  head  rocm  provided  in 
the  basement,  the  unassigned  space  can  be  used  for  games  or  recreation. 

The  upper  part  of  the  building  is  divided  into  three  vertical 
sections  for  convenience  in  student  grouping. 

The  building  will  accommodate  85  students,  in  51  residence 
rooms.  In  addition  to  this,  there  is  one  lounge  in  each  section  on  the 
second  floor,  and  a matron's  suite  on  the  first  floor.  Adjoining  the 
natron's  suite  is  the  office  of  the  building. 

All  corridors,  all  residence  rooms,  and  the  office  have  walls 
and  ceilings  papered  with  a wall  paper  which  can  be  easily  washed  and 
kept  clear/.  The  stair  halls  are  painted.  The  corridor  floors  and 
base,  the  stair  treads  and  risers,  and  the  base  and  18  inch  border  in 
the  residence  rooms  are  of  quarry  tile  of  a dark  brown  color.  The 
field  in  the  residence  rooms  inside  the  tile  border  is  cement  with  an 
iron  hardener.  The  doors  to  the  corridors  are  hollow  metal  glazed  with 
wire  glass.  All  door  frames  and  trim  are  of  hollow  metal.  Residence 
room  doors  are  wood,  and  arc  provided  with  a metal  ventilouvre.  The 
exterior  window  frames  and  sash  are  of  wood,  as  are  the  exterior  entrance 
doors  and  frames. 
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The  building  is  heated  by  steam  equipped  with  a vacuum  return. 

The  heating  plant  is  installed  in  the  building. 

Each  rocru  is  equipped  with  a telephone  connected  to  the  main 
office.  Incoming  telephone  calls  can  be  answered  from  the  office  or 
from  any  one  of  three  extension  lines  located  in  a telephone  booth  on  the 
second  fleer.  A pay  station  telephone  is  located  in  the  entrance  vestibule 

The  attic  is  used  for  sleeping  purposes,  and  is  equipped  with 

beds  only. 


The  furniture  for  the  residence  rooms  is  kept  in  the  period 
design  as  nearly  as  possible.  Each  student  has  for  his  individual  use  a 
bed  with  all  necessary  bedding  and  bed  covers,  a chiffonier,  a study  desk, 
a straight  chair  and  an  easy  chair;  and  each  room,  whether  a single  or 
double  roor.,  is  furnished  with  one  bookcase.  All  residence  rooms  have 
full  size  rugs. 

The  furniture  for  the  building  is  of  three  different  finishes, 
maple,  mahogany  and  walnut;  and  with  the  various  patterns  of  wall  paper, 
rugs  and  upholstery,  eight  or  nine-  different  color  schemes  have  been 
worked  out.  The  window  curtains  are  of  a Dupont  silk  material,  sun- 
proof and  tub-proof.  The  office  is  equipped  with  metal  office  furniture 
and  letter  boxes,  in  which  each  student's  mail  is  delivered,  directly  by 
the  postman,  to  his  individual  box. 

The  three  lounges  are  furnished  in  period  style.  The  color 
schemes  and  furniture  finishes  are  different.  One  room  is  done  in  early 
American  cherry  maple,  one  in  Chippendale  mahogany,  and  one  in  Queen  Anne 
walnut. 


Few  buildings  can  have  had  more  thought  or  better  thought  spent 
upon  then.  Dean  bosworth  has  lived  with  the  building  in  all  its  stages. 
Work  or  the  plans  has  gone  on  for  two  or  three  years,  students  being  fre- 
quently brought  into  consultation.  The  furnishings  were  planned,  selected 
and  in  some  cases  designed  by  a sub-committee  of  which  Professor  bard  wes 
the  very  generously  active  leading  spirit,  students  again  cooperating. 

Every  detail  of  plan,  construction,  and  furnishing  has  received  careful 
and  efficient  scrutiny  from  Mr.  Crutsingcr,  Superintendent  of  Construction. 

With  Noah  Hall  completed,  the  vision  of  the  whole  Men's  Campus 
becomes  more  definite.  May  other  buildings,  large  or  small,  soon  con- 
tinue this  fine  beginning! 

The  several  buildings  of  the  Obcrlin  Kindergarten-Primary 
Training  School  have  been  listed  in  the  preceding  section  of  this  report. 

V.ith  the  addition  of  Noah  Hall  and  the  dormitories  of  the 
Kindergarten  School,  our  present  provision  of  College  owned  and  operated 
student  houses  is  as  follows,  the  numbers  in  parentheses  indicating  the 


number  of  students  who  can  be  housed  In  the  building  in  question: 

For  men:  The  Men's  Building  (110);  Noah  Hall  (85);  four  houses 
on  the  west  side  of  North  Professor  Street  — Root  House  (IS),  Loveland 
House  (the  "White  House")  (21),  Parsons  House  (9),  and  Pope  House 
(formerly  the  "Vatican")  (35);  and  Barr  House  (12)  on  Yvest  College  Street 
These  houses  together  provide  for  265  men.  The  College  also  cv/ns,  but 
does  not  operate.  Delta  Lodge  on  the  ea3t  side  of  North  Professor  Street. 
The  theological  dormitory  provides  also  for  30  undergraduate  men. 

For  women:  Pyle  Inn  (28);  Dasccmb-Tenncy  Cottage  (49);  Royce 
House  (13);  Talcott  Hall  (77);  Churchill  Cottage  (18);  Baldwin  Cottage 
(41);  Fairchild  House  (16);  May  and  Nancy  Squire  Cottages  (75);  Lord 
Cottage  (43);  Ellis  Cottage  (17);  Allencroft  (23);  Shurtleff  Cottage  (31) 
Barrows  House  (14);  Johnson  House  (33);  Keep  Cottage  (56);  Keep  Annex 
(16)  . These  houses  together  provide  for  550  v/cmcn.  The  College  also 
rents  and  operates  the  Maison  Fran^aise. 

A notable  piece  cf  remodeling  v/as  done  in  the  course  of  the 
year  in  the  basement  of  Rico  Hall  (no  longer  needed  for  "Rec,"  which  has 
established  itself  in  Peters  Court).  The  building  of  a well-planned 
series  of  partitions  has  redeemed  the  large  basement  from  uselessness: 
it  now  contains  14  well  lighted  practice  rooms;  and  space  in  the  front 
of  the  basement  has  been  made  over  into  a large  room  for  the  use  of  the 
A Cappella  Choir  and  the  classes  in  eurythnics. 

The  Brickloy  property,  on  East  Lorain  Street  just  east  of  the 
Art  Building,  was  bought  by  the  College  early  in  the  year. 
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XI.  Special  Matters 


Supplementary  Instruction 

The  Haskell  Lectures,  given  by  Dr.  C.  Leonard  Woolley,  of  the 
British  Museum,  constituted  an  extremely  interesting  report  of  his  ex- 
cavations at  Ur  of  the  Chaldees.  The  Martin  Lectures  were  given  by 
Professor  C.  T.  Seltmann,  of  Queen’s  College,  Cambridge  University,  on 
the  subject  "Attic  Vase  Painting."  The  Honors  Day  address  was  given 
by  Professor  Norman  Wilde,  of  the  University  of  Minnesota.  Among  the 
many  visitors  who  spoke  in  chapel  or  gave  lectures  during  the  year  were 
the  Japanese  Christian  leader  Kagawa,  Sir  Hubert  Wilkins,  Henry  Morgenthau, 
Mrs.  Agnes  Hamilton,  M.P.,  Oswald  Garrison  Villard,  S.  K.  Ratcliffe  of 
London,  Dr.  James  Brown  Scott,  and  others  still  who  came  for  special  oc- 
casions which  are  mentioned  below.  The  series  of  Artist  Recitals  included 
concerts  or  recitals  by  the  Cleveland  Orchestra  (three  concerts),  the 
Detroit  Symphony  Orchestra,  Felix  Salmond,  Ossip  Gabrilowitsch,  The 
English  Singers,  Josef  Lhevinne,  Jacques  Thibaud,  Robert  Goldsand,  and 
Rosa  Ponselle. 

Reference  will  be  made  below  to  the  Causey  Conference  and  to 
the  Commencement  Addresses.  A complete  li3t  of  the  lectures,  concerts, 
recitals,  dramatic  performances,  and  art  exhibitions  for  the  calendar 
year  1931  appears  on  pages  193-196  of  the  Annual  Catalogue  for  the  col- 
lege year  1932-33 


The  Causey  Conference 

The  seventh  Causey  Conference  was  held  on  February  25  and  26, 
the  general  theme  for  discussion  being  "Social  Planning. " The  four 
speakers  were  William  Hodson,  Executive  Director  of  The  Welfare  Council 
of  New  York  City,  Dr.  W.  Z.  Ripley,  Professor  of  Economics  in  Harvard 
University,  Dr.  Lewis  L.  Lorwin,  of  the  Institute  of  Economics  of  the 
Brookings  Institution,  Washington,  and  Louis  Fischer,  Russian  Corre- 
spondent for  The  Nation  and  other  papers.  Mr.  Hodson  3poke  on  "The 
Idea  of  Social  Planning,"  Professor  Ripley  on  "The  Limits  of  Economic 
Planning, " Dr.  Lorwin  on  "Industrial  Planning,"  and  Mr.  Fischer  on  "The 
Russian  Plan."  There  was  a large  attendance  at  each  session.  The  ad- 
dresses were  followed  try  active  and  interesting  discussions. 


Centenaries 

Three  centenaries  were  observed  during  the  year.  On  the  occa- 
sion of  the  two-hundredth  anniversaiy  of  the  brith  of  George  Washington, 
Dr.  Dixon  R.  Fox,  Professor  of  American  History  in  Columbia  University/ 
gave  a "monthly  lecture"  on  Washington. 

In  recognition  of  the  one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  death 
of  Goethe,  in  March,  Professor  Dan ton  gave  an  illustrated  lecture  on 
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Goethe's  life;  Max  Montor,  a distinguished  Goman  actor,  gave  a progran 
in  German  of  readings  from  Faust  and  from  Goethe's  lyrics  and  ballads; 
and  Dr.,  A.  R.  Hohlfelcl,  Professor  of  German  in  the  University  of 
Wisconsin,  gave  a monthly  lecture  on  "Goethe  and  the  World  Today." 
Library  exhibits  of  letters,  documents,  and  books  relating  to  Washington 
and  Goethe  added  greatly  to  the  general  interest  in  the  observance  of 
these  two  centenaries. 

April  1st  marked  the  two-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  birth 
of  Haydn,  and  on  that  day  the  Conservatory  String  Quartet  played  a 
Haydn  quartet  in  Chapel. 


The  Oberlin  Peace  Society 

The  outstanding  work  of  the  Pence  Society  v/as  the  holding  of 
an  Ohio  Intercollegiate  World  Court  Conference,  on  December  12.  The 
purpose  of  the  conference  was  not  to  win  support  for  the  proposal  of 
our  entry  into  the  World  Court,  nor  to  create  opposition  to  that  propo- 
sal, but  to  provide  opportunity  for  such  full  and  fair  discussion  as 
would  enable  each  of  those  present  to  form  for  himself  a truly  intelli- 
gent opinion.  At  the  first  session  four  students,  from  four  different 
colleges,  read  papers  dealing  with  the  historical  background;  at  the 
second,  two  outside  speakers,  Newton  D.  Baker  and  Miss  Hope  K.  Thompson, 
of  Washington,  presented  their  reasons  respectively  for  and  against  our 
entry  into  the  Court.  After  this  session  the  audience  broke  up  into  a 
series  of  round-tables  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  various  aspects  of 
the  World  Court  problem,  and  after  an  hour's  discussion  the  participants 
reassembled  for  the  final  session,  which  was  devoted  to  roports  from  the 
smaller  groups,  and  to  the  clarification  of  questions  arising  in  the 
group  discussions.  The  conference  was  attended  by  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  delegates,  from  nineteen  Ohio  colleges. 

Six  regular  evening  meetings  of  the  Society  were  held  during 
the  year.  At  the  first  meeting  Miss  Hibbard  gave  "Glimpses  of  Russia," 
gained  by  her  in  a visit  to  tint  country  during  the  summer.  Two  meet- 
ings were  devoted  to  the  Manchurian  question.  At  one  Professor  Fenn 
presented  the  historical  background,  after  which  two  students,  one  a 
Chinese  and  one  a Japanese,  gave  the  viewpoints  of  their  respective 
countries;  and  at  the  other  Professor  H.  A.  Miller  reviewed  past  and 
present  conditions  in  Manchuria.  Early  in  December  Mr.  Henry  Morgenthau 
gave  a vivid  account  of  his  experiences  in  the  Neai’  East  at  the  beginning 
and  during  the  early  months  of  the  World  War.  In  the  spring,  delegates 
who  had  attended  the  Ohio  Intercollegiate  Disarmament  Conference  at  Ohio 
State  University  reported  on  that  conference;  and  the  Society  discussed 
and  drew  up  a peace  plank  for  the  platform  of  the  Mock  Convention. 


The  Musical  Union 

The  Oberlin  Musical  Union,  after  an  interval  of  two  years,  was 
revived  in  the  fall,  under  the  directorsliip  of  Mr.  Christiansen.  Two 
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concerts  were  given  during  the  year:  Handel's  Messiah  on  December  17th 

and  Gounod's  Messe  Solonelle  on  May  22nd.  Conservatory  soloists  appeared 
in  each  performance,  and  the  Conservatory  Orchestra  assisted  in  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  Messiah. 


Dedication  of  Theology  Buildings 

Formal  dedication  exercises  for  the  new  buildings  of  the 
Graduate  School  of  Theology  were  held  on  Sunday  and  Monday,  October 
11  and  12.  At  a vasper  service  in  Finney  Chapel  Sunday  afternoon. 
President  William  J.  Hutchins,  of  Berea  College,  delivered  the  open- 
ing sermon  on  "Life  and  the  Good  Cause."  That  evening  there  was  an 
informal  reception  in  Shipherd  Hall,  with  inspection  of  the  new  build- 
ings. 


Monday  morning  at  11:30  in  Finney  Chapel  the  Reverend  Ernest 
F.  Tittle,  Pastor  of  the  First  Church  of  Evanston,  Illinois,  gave  an 
address  on  "Bread  and  God." 

After  a luncheon  for  the  delegates  and  invited  guests,  the 
formal  dedication  service  was  held  in  the  new  Fairchild  Chapel,  Presi- 
dent Albert  W.  Beaven,  of  Colgate-Rochester  Theological  Seminary- 
delivering  the  charge,  on  "The  Theological  Seminary  in  the  New  Day," 
and  Dean  Graham  replying  with  "The  Place  of  Oberlin  in  Religious  Educa- 
tion." Congratulatory  messages  from  other  institutions  wero  also. pre- 
sen ted. 


Commencement 


The  Commencement  Week  program  opened  Friday  evening,  June  17th, 
with  a concert  by  students  of  the  School  Music  Department  of  the  Con- 
servatory, and  a Shakespearean  play,  Love ' s Labor1 s Lost,  given  by  the 
Dramatic  Association.  Saturday,  Class  Day,  was  filled  with  such  events 
as  the  Senior  Class  breakfast  and  Class  Day  Exercises,  the  Alumni  Golf 
Tournament,  Literary  Society  reunions,  the  0 Club  dinner,  and  two  con- 
certs by  Conservatory  students.  The  Dramatic  Association  play  was  re- 
peated in  the  evening. 

At  the  Baccalaureate  Service,  on  Sunday  afternoon,  the  Reverend 
Dwight  J.  Bradley,  '12,  pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Newton  Centre, 
Massachusetts,  delivered  the  Baccalaureate  Sermon,  on  the  subject  "The 
Lure  of  the  Impossible." 

Monday  was  Alumni  Day,  with  various  alumni  gatherings,  the 
Alumni  Dinner,  and  the  Reunion  Glee  Club  Concert.  The  holding  of  an 
Alumni  Dinner  on  the  Monday  of  Commencement  Week,  rather  than  an  Alumni 
Luncheon  on  Tuesday,  and  the  transfer  of  the  Reunion  Glee  Club  Concert 
from  Tuesday  to  Monday  evening,  were  innovations  resulting  from  the 
abandonment  (for  financial  reasons)  of  the  usual  Monday  evening  Illumi- 
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nation.  The  substitution  of  an  evening  dinner  for  a noon  luncheon 
proved  to  have  some  decided  advantages,  particularly  in  respect  to 
temperature  and  leisureliness. 

The  speakers  at  the  Dinner  were  F.  C.  VanCleef,  '04,  presi- 
dent of  the  Alumni  Association,  Edward  S.  Steele,  '72,  Dr.  Dan  F. 

Bradley,  f82,  Mrs.  Agnes  Warner  Mastick,  '92,  Wesley  Frost,  '07,  and 
Robert  L,  Mark,  '32.  The  Reunion  Cup  was  won  by  the  Class  of  '82, 
that  class  having  41.9$  of  its  living  members  present.  Second  place 
lias  won  by  the  Class  of  '92,  third  place  by  the  Class  of  '31,  and 
fourth  place  by  the  Class  of  '97. 

The  Commencement  address  on  Tuesday  morning  was  given  by  Dr. 
Lane  Cooper,  professor  of  the  English  Language  and  Literature  at  Cornell 
University,  on  the  subject  "The  Bridle  of  Art."  Music  was  furnished  by 
the  A Cappella  Choir  at  both  the  Baccalaureate  and  the  Commencement  exer- 
cises.

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XII.  The  Obcrlin-Shansi  Memorial  Association 


The  Trustees  of  the  Shansi  Association,  particularly  the  local 
members,  spent  a great  deal  of  time  during  the  year  on  the  problems  of 
the  work  v/hich  the  Association  is  carrying  on  in  Shansi.  The  year  was 
a difficult  one  for  the  Association  because  of  the  reduction  of  its  in- 
come due  to  the  prevailing  financial  situation.  The  curtailment  of  ex- 
pense, however,  has  been  chiefly  in  connection  with  the  building  program, 
although  for  the  year  1932-33  the  staff  has,  of  necessity,  been  reduced. 

In  accordance  v/ith  the  plan  introduced  a year  ago,  unusual 
care  was  taken  in  the  selection  of  student  representatives  for  teaching 
in  the  Schools  at  Taiku.  From  the  large  number  of  candidates  who  of- 
fered themselves,  Miss  Betty  James  and  Mr.  Richard  Irwin  of  the  Senior 
Class  v/ere  selected.  In  accordance  with  the  custom  v/hich  lias  prevailed 
for  a number  of  years,  they  were  formally  commissioned  by  the  chairman 
of  the  trustees  of  the  Association  at  a service  following  the  Shansi 
Breakfast  on  Commencement  Sunday.  On  this  occasion  Philip  C.  King,  '10, 
President  of  Washburn  College,  gave  the  principal  address. 

The  year  1931-32  was  notable  because  of  the  visit  of  Professor 
and  Mrs.  Walter  M.  Horton  to  the  Association's  Schools  in  Taiku.  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Horton  spent  a number  of  days  on  the  Shansi  campus.  There  were 
formal  meetings  at  which  addresses  were  given,  and  many  conferences  with 
faculty  and  students.  The  Association  is  anticipating  valuable  results 
in  the  future  development  of  the  work  through  the  advice  and  counsel  of 
Dr.  Horton. 

The  Association  is  looking  forward  to  the  visit  of  Dr.  H.  H. 
K'ung,  'll,  President  of  the  Shansi  Schools,  who  is  soon  to  be  in  the 
United  States.  It  is  hoped  that  he  will  be  able  to  spend  some  time  in 
conference  v/ith  the  trustees  and  friends  of  the  Association  while  here. 

The  v/ork  of  the  Association  continues  to  hold  a large  degree 
of  interest  in  the  student  body  and  among  the  alumni.  The  occasions 
when  its  special  representatives  return  to  the  campus  and  when  it  brings 
distinguished  speakers  here  are  always  noteworthy-  The  speaker  on 
Shansi  Day,  February  10,  v/as  Dr.  T.  Z.  Koo,  Secretary  of  the  World's 
Christian  Student  Federation;  his  theme  v/as  "The  Challenge  of  the  Present 
Situation  in  China."
